Aston, WTS, feared that the nice, talented cast 
needed a sterner director to halt the overdoing. McClain, 
Journal American, noted play was as unfunny as its title.

DRAMA EDITOR ABROAD 


England's Stratford-on-Avon Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre will sell close to 400,000 admissions during its 
current season from April 7 to Nov. 28, reports Funke , 
Times. The town's innkeepers and tradesmen will have 
benefited by more than $5 million. 21/2 million post- 
cards will be sent and 1 million souvenirs purchased in - 
cluding- hand puppets of the Bard, brass "Shakespearean" 
nutcrackers, calendars, pencils, handkerchiefs, wood carv- 
ings of the theatre, plaques, busts... New plans of Paris ' 
Comedie Francaise following the government's orders of 
the past April will bring a switch in the types of plays pre- 
sented, director M. Claude Breart de Boisanger told Funke, 
Times. A better balance between new plays and productions 
of Racine, Hugo and the Greeks will be made. Giraudoux ' 
Electra will debut in Oct, the first time any of his plays 
have been presented in a state theatre . Anouilh's The 
Grab Bag and Madame De.... will also be presented 
later this season. The Comedie Francaise's second play- 
house under the government ruling has been taken under the 
wing of the Jean Louis Barrault-Madeleine Renaud Company. 
The new name of the playhouse is the Odean Theatre. Barr- 
ault told the traveling Times drama editor that he will dedi- 
cate his theatre to the young people and to each man in whom 
there is a young soul. The season will open with Paul Claudel's 
Tete d'or (The Golden Head) , and will include Anouilh's Le 
Petit Moiliere, Ionesco's Le Rhinoceros , Roger Peyrefitte's 
The Nights of Paris and Julius Caesar. Jean Vilar, the head 
of the Theatre Nationale Populaire of the Palais de Chailot, 
has been given, under the same government ruling, the 500 
seat Racamier Theatre, where he is to sponsor the works of 
young playwrights. His program will open in Oct with Armand 
Gatty's The Bull Frog.

Shakespeare 


The entire company of the American Shakespeare Fest- 
ival, Stratford, Conn, has requested the Board of Trustees to 
make an effort to reverse the resignation of John Houseman 
as artistic director. The statement signed by twenty seven 
actors and staff members feared that the future of the festival 
is seriously threatened unless Houseman continues his work 
of the past four seasons. A committee has been meeting with 
both Houseman and Lawrence Langer, chairman of the Board, 
but no new statement has been released. Houseman resigned 
last week over differences of opinion with the Board centering 
about the latter's postponement of a winter tour. He said he 
might reconsider his resignation if a touring company for the 
1960-61 season was established and if Jack Landau continued 
as his assistant director. 


Moscow 


Forthcoming productions of Death of a Salesman and 
West Side Story in Soviet Union theatres this season came 
as a surprise to the NY producers. Kermit Bloomgarden and 
Harold S, Prince-Robert Griffith both have notified Gennady 
Osipov, Soviet theatre official who released the information, 
that certain contractual arrangements must be met if their 
plays are to be presented, Career had its Russian premiere 
in Riga, Latvia and was greeted with warm audiences, Tass 
reported, Soviet critic commented that drama on NY actor's 
troubles " discloses with great mastery the inner world of 
Americans,"

Sweet Bird of Youth -a play critic did not admire, but 
could not ignore for it is forcefully and adroitly written and per- 
fectly acted.

The Rivalry- was an adroit example of how the theatre can 
make history look like fiction. 


God and Kate Murphy- suffered from a mixed cast and may 


have become a small masterpiece had it been written years ago 
for the Abbey Players. 


The Marriage Go Round and The Pleasure of His Company 
---both pleasant dissertations on the subject of sex. 


The Cold Windand the Warm - written with gentle charm 
and loving insight, though not a fully realized piece. 


Flower Drum Song- another Rodgers and Hammerstein 
into the exotic, not a blockbuster, but a work of gentle charm. 


Gypsy- the most individual musical of many seasons, 
score and lyrics all dovetail into a raffish account of tanktown 
vaudeville and burleycue.

Labor may be ready to start fighting for a thirty hour 
work week, but Broadway producers are firm believers of 
the seven month- Oct, to April- year. The Off Broadway 
season may start in Sept, but the Broadway season starts in 
Oct, At last count 15 productions are listed for Sept. debuts 
in scattered small playhouses about the city, and only 2 lim- 
ited run presentations are scheduled for Broadway during 
the same period. The first full-fledged Broadway product- 
ion trying for a run is not due until Oct 1. The theatre 
shortage has not encouraged a sole producer to move his 
offering into Sept. 


* * 


Theatre planners should note the power of negative 
thinking. While no person and/or group has yet bothered 
to think aloud about the kind of theatre presentations to be 
available at the 1964 NYC World's Fair , if there is one, at 
least one pressure group has already succeeded in listing 
what will not be presented. There will be no burlesque , 
peep-shows, bubble -dancers, etc- at the Fair, Thomas J. 
Deegan, president of the sponsoring organization, announced, 
This release was issued long before anyone suggested such 
enterprises. There also will be no dramas, comedies, musicals 
etc unless a group, compulsive or appointed, starts to work 
on the project.

Casts of 20 Broadway and Off Broadway shows rode 
on autos, horses, rickshaws, elephants at the lead of the NYC 
Labor Day Parade in which 120, 000 fellow union members 
walked up Fifth Avenue. While most looked as if they were 
present at gun-point, the energetic cast of Leave it to Jane 
gathered their costumes and banjos into a hay wagon and 
went the entire route of the parade singing the delightful Jerome 
Kern tunes from their show as if they were really enjoying them- 
selves. The spirit was contagious and could only help sell tickets. 
Otherwise little imagination was shown in presenting the early 
rising players, the majority sufficed with a painted banner on 
a car telling the name of the show involved. And certainly the 
parade seemed like a wonderful spot for The Music Man's 
Robert Preston to lead the entire brigade with 77 trombones, 
at least.

Stagehands, it seems, are only human and want first 
refusal rights of certain stars who they feel do not treat 
them with proper respect and dignity. This is really such 
a wonderful idea it shouldn't be wasted on actors. The 
stagehands owe it as a duty to help police the audience , 
ejecting those who do not tr eat the onstage play with the 
proper respect and dignity. 


* * 


Success of subscription campaign of Phoenix Theatre 
is good news to everyone concerned, The stimulating sea- 
son promised with a permanent staff should be the first 
real test of what a youthful amount of energy can accomplish 
here. Compared to the French program of theatre, as detailed 
by Funke, Times, the Phoenix is only a step-child to the arts. 
But at the moment, here in NYC, it is the best, and only theatre, 
of its kind, A successful season might encourage other pro - 
jects both in NYC and around the country. 


* * 


As the theatre party agents were so fast to knock off 
the promised 7 30 PM Wed curtain test this fall, it is purely 
an academic question if theatre-goers could be trained to 
come to the theatre at the earlier time. As the 2 PM curtain 
at matinee is progressing without a hitch, it is probable that 
the 7 30 PM curtain also would have been adopted swiftly by 
playgoers and players. Why couldn't this project be started 


in Jan, instead of putting it off until next Oct, and perhaps 
never.?
